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Calls Task as Reviewing 
Officer ‘Utterly Repug- 
nant,’ Urges All in 
Japan to Pray—Execu- 
tion Day Not Set.

TOKYO, Nov. 24 (AP)—Gen. 
Douglas MacArthur today denied 
clemency for Japan’s 25 top war 
criminals and ordered the execu- 
tion of Hideki Tojo and six others 
who dreamed of conquest but lost 
an empire. 

As sole reviewing officer, he | 
declined to use his power to! 
lighten any of the sentences de- 
termined by the International 
Military Tribunal—seven to die 
on the gallows; 16 to spend the 
rest of their lives in prison, two 
to lesser prison terms. 

The supreme commander called 
his task “utterly repugnant” to 
him. He closed his review of the 
War guilt case with a plea to 
people of all creeds in Japan to 
pray on execution day—yet to be 
made public+to help the world 
keep the peace, “lest the human 
race perish.” 

Attorneys for five defendants 
planned to appeal to the Supreme 
Court of the United States, which 
never yet has intervened in inter- 
national war crimes cases. 

No Reason to Intervene. 

MacArthur, in his statement, 
said he saw no reason for him to 
intervene. Whether the prisoners 
should have been prosecuted at 
all was not for him to say. But 
the two-year trial itself, he went 
on, was a fair one; every safe- 
guard was made to “evolve jus- 
tice.”

Aid to Medical Science. 


The research discoveries of the 
Coris ultimately will assist med- 
ical science in combating diabetes, 
hardening of the arteries and dis- 
eases involving the nervous sys- 
tem and liver, Father Schwitalla 
said in his presentation address on 
behalf of the award committee.

Only 
official witnesses will be allowed. 
Correspondents will be _ barred, 
Walker said.

Commenting on the prospective 
appeals to the United States Su- 
preme Court, Walker said: “I have 
been ordered by my commander 
in chief to proceed with the exe- 
cutions. No one can keep me from 
doing it until he changes his 
orders.” ,

Behind all the guesswork lay the 
big question of what will happen 
overseas—how much more money 
will have to so for foreign aid 
and national defense.

APPLICATION FOR NEW 
NATURAL GAS PIPELINE 


Most of Increased Capacity 
Would Be for Areas 
Now. Served. 


Additional future supplies of 
natural gas for the St. Louis area 
are contemplated in an application 
filed by the Mississippi River Fuel 
Corp. for authorization to build a 
new pipeline to Chicago, it was 
announced today. 
The application, if granted by 
the Federal Power Commission in 
Washington, would increase the 
company’s presently authorized ca- 
pacity of 266,000,000 cubic feet a 
day to 766,000,000 cubic feet, mak- 
ing it one of the largest transport- 
ers of natural gas to consuming 
markets in the world. 
The company, which serves La- 
clede Gas Light. Co. and many 
industries in this urea, would re- 
serve 416,000,000 cubic feet of 
this capacity for the present and 
future demands in the areas it 
already serves. The Chicago area 
would receive the rest. 
The company does not expect to 
increase its present 180,000,000 
cubic feet of operating capacity to 
the authorized 266,000,000 cubic 
feet until the fall of 1950 because 
of a shortage of pipe, Its present 
transmission facilities consist of a 
single through line to St. Louis 
paralleled by a series of loops that 
ultimately will be joined to form 
a second line, under present 
authorization.

William G, Marbury, vice presi- 
dent and manager of the pipe line 
company, said the ‘estimated cost 
of the facilities sought in the pre- 
sent application was $92,000,000. 
The company has spent $14,000,000 
on expension of its present facil- 
ities to St. Louis and expects to 
spend an additional $25,000,000 to 
complete those facilities. ad 

The company began operations

As boxing exhibitions go, Joe

CHICAGO, Nov. 24 (AP)—The 
baseball world today missed its 
fabulous, rotund bad boy, roHick- 
ing Lewis (Hack) Wilson, who 
18 years ago set two major 
league records with the Chicago 
Cubs that are unmatched. 

The carefree, fun-loving Wilson 
died, «virtually penniless, in Balfi- 
more. Md., yesterday at the age 
of 48. Death was due to internal 
hemorrhages with complications. 

In 1930, his best year with the 
Cubs, Wilson smashed out 56 
home runs. No National League 
slugger bas ever equaled that 
mark, The same year he drove in 
190 runs, overshadowing the 175. 
record the late Lou Gehrig of the 
Néw York Yankees established in 
1927. That stands today as a 
major league record. 

Wilson spent six of his 10 years 
in the majors with the Cubs, 1926 
through 1931. Always a playboy,

De Gaulle said that turning the Ruhr industries 
back to the Germans is “the gravest deeision 
made so far during the twentieth century.” 

Three times within the last 80 years, German 
armies have invaded France and much of the in- 
dustrial power which supported them originated 
in the Ruhr. The French have a right to be 
alarmed at a step which reverses an agreement 
of last March among the United States, Britain 
and France for international control of the Ruhr, 
What are the reasons behind this reversal? . 


The Draper Report : | 


Perhaps the Thyssens, Krupps, Schachts and 


other former masters of Germany industry will, 


not come back to power in their own names, but 
what assurances are there that their heirs and 
assigns, or their nationalistic and warlike coun- 
terparts, will not be behind the scenes? And 
what has become of the wishes of the German 
workers in the Ruhr, backed originally by the 
British, that the Ruhr eventually be socialized? 

As long ago as 1945, this newspaper warned 
against what now seems to be occurring. We 
said “there are at least a dozen men on the 
staff of our Group Control Council in Germany 
who come from American companies closely af- 
filiated with the elaborate German industrial pat- 
tern that was set up expressly for the purpose of 
gearing science and production to ‘master race’ 
conquest.” 

In that year, a Big Five meeting in London 
broke up after publication of the Draper report. 
William H. Draper, then an assistant to Gen. 
Clay, now Under Secretary of the Army, was a 
member in private life of Dillon Read & Co., 
which made large loans to Germany after the 
First World War. The Draper report said that 
the Potsdam agreement on industrial disarma- 
ment of Germany and on collection of repara- 
tions was difficult, if not impossible, of achieve- 
ment. ‘Practical’ as the report sounded, those 
who read between the lines properly became 
alarmed. 

Men like Senator Kilgore and former Repre- 
sentative Voorhis charged that we have not im- 
posed and enforced the controls over German 
industry that will destroy its whole aggressive 
system of monopolies and cartels. Henry Fow- 
ler of the Foreign Economic Administration said: 
“As it stands today, Germany, except for the 
United States, is the outstanding armament shop 


in the world.” , 


Strict Controls Are Needed 


If there was danger then, there is much more 
danger now. Since 1945, relations between the 
United States and Russia have steadily deteri- 
orated. Both are courting Germany in various 
ways in the thought that German soldiers and 
German industry may be used if another war 
breaks out. Moreover, the Marshall plan, de- 
voted to promoting European recovery, depends 
in large part on German productiveness. Obvi- 
ously, Germany can’t be made pastoral, but the 
strictest international controls are needed over 
the direction and disposal of German produc- 


tion. These controls are weakening. 


So are other controls. Recently the Post- 
Dispatch printed a series of articles by Fred M. 
Hechinger, former consultant in education to 
United States Military Government. Mr. Hech- 
inger presented a picture of justice perverted. 
He charged “that the Germans have succeeded 
in blocking almost every just demand of the 
Nazis’ victims.” Nazi property has been taken 
away from persecuted people, to whom it was 
originally awarded, and turned back to its for- 
mer owners. While persecuted people have 
been denied pensions, or given pensions inade- 
quate to live on, former Nazis are being hand- 
somely rewarded, One insurance company has 
been paying its six Nazi directors pensions

Danger to German Press: 


One of titlér's first actions, when A, 
his dictatorship was to seize control of the press. 
After the conquest of Germany, military govern- 
ment turned the press over to, carefully-screened 
licensees.. But, as Mr. Hechinger says: 

With controls of the press recently re- 
moved, German editors—installed as non- 
Nazis by military government in 1945—look 
anxiously to attempts of former Nazi own- 
ers to recapture control through legal or ob- 
structionist methods. 

In Louisville, last week, German editor Wer- 
ner Friedmann, speaking before the National 
Conference of Editorial Writers, said that mili- 
tary government now plans to restore Nazi 
ownership of newspaper plants by 1952, instead 
of adhering to its original plan of keeping the 
plants under license to non-Nazis until 1962. 
There has been no official admission of Fried- 
mann’s charge, but it has the color of credibility. 


Foreign Correspondent William McGaffin told 
recently in the Post-Dispatch how much more 
expertly the French have managed occupation 
problems in their zone in some respects than has 
the United States. Mr. McGaffin wrote that 
“Adolf Hitler himself would be amazed if he 
could know how American occupation policy in 
Germany is taxing the United States Treasury 
and exposing United States citizens—the alleged 
victors—to possible future dangers.” 

We Americans have permitted the Bavarian 
farmers, to take one example, to hoard their 


food products, while their fellow citizens in oth-. 


er parts of Germany were close to starvation, 
but the French have made farmers in their zone 
disgorge. Moreover, while the French them- 
selves have lived off the German land in their 
zone, there still was enough for Germans to 
subsist on. This, of course does not mean an 
adequate diet, but the Germans in the American 
zone have not had an adequate diet either. 

Like Mr. Hechinger, Mr. McGaffin is alarmed 
over relinquishing controls over the German 
press. He says that “we are de-licensing the 
German press in our zone and freeing newsprint 
so that, in effect, anybody who wants to start a 
paper can@lo so. It is much too early for such 
a move, in the opinion of some of the Americans 
who have to carry out these orders. ‘But,’ they 
say, ‘Gen. Clay wants it that way so the Ger- 
mans can learn democracy.’” 


Let’s Have a Re-examination 


Mr. McGaffin recalls that, in a recent survey 
of German opinion, 78 per cent of the people 
polled thought that National Socialism was just 
a “good idea gone wrong.” And he adds: 

Only three years after the unconditional 
surrender, the Germans are getting their old 
arrogance back. They are demanding that 
the dismantling of factories in the Ruhr 
and allocation of them as reparations be 
stopped. They are aided and abetted in this 
campaign by the knowledge that the Ameri- 
can ERP administrator is also trying to <r 
the dismantling stopped. Britain... is 
standing steadfast with the French “fn try- 
ing to counteract this American move, which 

it considers both unwarranted and dangerous 

to future security. 

We present these facts and opinions as symp- 
tomatic of a weak American attitude which may 
rise to plague this country in the future, and 
which already has caused ‘very serious differ- 
ences with our ally, France. This country can- 
not occupy Germany forever, nor is it. the tem- 
per of our people to brutalize our occupation 
methods. y But the present situation strongly 
suggests a re-examination of those methods to 
stop the present dangerous trends. It calls for 
a high-level reconsideration of a Ruhr decision 
that could put the Nazis back in the saddle. 

In conclusion, this newspaper repeats what it 
said editorially three years ago. Do we have to 
remind ourselves every day that German indus- 
trialists teamed up with Hitler, the Junkers and 
the General Staff to start World War II? Do 
we have to remind ourselves that without the 
Krupps and the Thyssens, and their immense 
production and scientific system, the war could 
not have been fought? 

If so, it is a tragic commentary on our intel- 
ligence. For us to forget these things in the 
interest of a soft peace is to betray the men 
who died on foreign fields.

‘Behind the Killer 


In William Norris Pollard’s confession to the 


‘ senseless and bestial slaying of a baby, it is not 


this criminally insane youth that alone stands 
accused. It is the physicians at the Veterans’ 
neuropsychiatric hospital at Chillicothe, O. who 
are foremost among the guilty.

Imagine how absurd it would be if other 
candidates for high office followed this 
sectionalism in future campaigns! 


Free of Special Interest 


Actually, there is much to be said for not 
having our government departments head- 
ed by men too closely tied by bonds of 
residence and profession. An admiral as 
Secretary of the Navy would surely be em- 
barrassed by his Annapolis loyalties. <A 
farmer from one atate, as Secretary of 
Agriculture, might not do justice to prod- 
ucts from a rival agricultural state. 


On the other hand, a man apart from 
these pressures and ties could reasonably 
be expected to exercise a more dispassion- 
ate judgment. Josephus Daniels, a newspa- 
per editor and historian, may have been 
one of our truly illustrious Navy Secretaries 
merely because he came to the post with no 
preconceived notions or commitments. 

Neither sectionalism nor craft should 
dictate selection of our federal officials. 
We shall be in a sorry predicament if we 
come to think of the Interior Departmént 
as the exclusive province of California or 
Oregon, of the Agriculture Department as 
the ‘happy hunting ground of Iowa or Kan- 
gas, of the Navy Department as a berth 
only for those who live within the sound 
of heaving surf. 

Character, wisdom and general integrity 
are far more reliable qualifications for pub- 
lic service. These know no geography.

THE RAPE OF POLAND: Pattern of Soviet Aggression, 
by Stanislaw Mikolajczyk. (Whittlesey House, $4.00.) 


The story that. Stanislaw Mikolajczyk, 
former premier of Poland, has to tell in this 
book is by now an all too familiar one. It 
has been told too often and by too many 
independent witnesses for any one to doubt 
that it is in its main essentials tragically 
true. Poland was raped, both by Nazi Ger- 
many and by Soviet Russia. 


Mikolajczyk exhibits all the fierce hatred 
of the Communist system that one would 
expect from one who has suffered as he 
has done at its hands and who barely man- 
aged to escape from its hands with his life. 
He has a burning detestation of everything 
it stands for, everything it does. He calls 
it red fascism and believes it to be a more 
dangerous and deadly enemy of everything 
that is decent and good and free in the 
world than Nazism. He believes that the 
very life of the Polish nation is at stake, 
that without liberation from the Soviet 
yoke Poland can never rise again. The 
country as he describes it is wholly en- 
slaved, its spirit broken. Consequently; he 
wants the democracies of the West to wage 
undying war on the U.S.S.R, for its libera- 
tion, 


* * * 
His feelings are understandable, and 
many share them. There is little reason to 
question the veracity of this historical ac- 
count of The Rape, But the question re- 
mains how reliable a reporter is he of ac- 
tual conditions in Poland today? Reliable 
newspaper reports from Poland do not sub- 
stantiate his picture of a doomed, demo: 1]- 
ized, enslaved country. Quite the reverse. 


They tell of a people that have come 
through their time of political troubles and 
have now settled down with amazing 
energy to the job of rebuilding their coun- 
try, They speak of the political differences 

being sublimated and 
absorbed in the 
colossal task of re- 
construction, é 


They report that 
despite the fact that 
the government is 
Communist the effort 
is one of proud na- 
tionalism and made 
in the interest of Po- 
land, not of Russia. 
David Nichol (Post- 
Dispatch, May 16, 
1948) said that the 
national mobilization 
behind the recon- 
struction was so com- 
plete that the former peasant leader, the 
author of this book, is scarcely mentioned 
any more. 

What has happened in Yugoslavia should 
make us wary of accepting as true these 
emotional pictures of an all-conquering and 
devouring Soviet imperialism that no na- 
tion can withstand once it has yielded to 
its grip. Such an over-simplification of 
the facts may be dangerous. Poland, we 
dare to hope and believe, will still be Po- 
land when the Soviets have gone the way 
of all their imperialist predecéssors. 

It is a well established fact that tHe 
political emigre never quite sees things in 
his native country in proper focus. Hatred 
tends to blind his vision. This book, val- 
uable as it is as a record and moving asia 
story of great personal heroism, seems to 
be no exception to this rule. 3

ASSMLS ARCTECT 


Says They Imitate Other 
Culture — Urges US. De- 
velop Own Style. 


Frank Lloyd Wright, “dean” of 
American architects, decried the 
lack of originality and sincerity 
in American building design and 
called for development of a “truly 


distinctive architecture that re- 
flects the way we live,” in a talk 
yesterday at Washington Univer- 
sity. 

He criticized architecture in 
this country as a conglomeration 
“of 57 varieties,” and accused his 
fellow architects and builders of 
being “imitators and pickers and 
choosers from the cultures of 
others.” 

The fact that this is a nation of 
mixed races, influenced by every 
style of design that has ever been 
produced, is largely responsible 
for the failure of this country to 
develop its own distinctive archi- 
tecture, Wright said. 

“The whole thing is mixed up,” 
he declared. “We build a church 
to look like a gymnasium, and a 
gymnasium to look like a church. 
It’s going to take some uncom- 
monly common sense to straight- 
en out this thing.” 

The 79-year-old architect. who 
contends architectual beauty should 
be created out of the essential en- 
gineering elements of a building 
rather than decorative gadgets, de- 
clared that very few Americans 
get real pleasure out of the build- 
ings in which they live and work.

Documents an Era 
By John Crosby. 


é6 HE 13 years from the beginning of 1933 
Ti to the end of 1945 was an era for 
ear. The first and perhaps the last. 
Future great happenings will be televised and 
be remembered vis- 
ually’as well as in 
the mind’s ear.” 
The ‘most impor- 
tant and moving 
sounds of that era 
of massive history, 
in which radio only 
coincidentally came 
of age, have been 
superbly condensed 
by Edward R. Mur- 
row and Fred 
Friendly in an 
album of five rec- 
ords tow on sale in 
boox and _ record 
stores. The para- 
graph above is part 
of the introduction. It explains better than I 
could the purpose and importance of the album, 
called “I Can Hear It Now,” possibly the first 
volume of aural history ever produced. Murrow 
and Friendly, in what they describe as a labor 
of love, spent two years poring over 500 hours 
of recorded noises, most of them taken off the 
radio. Out of the 500 hours came 45 minutes 
of the most significant oratory and other sounds 
of our time, pulled together, explained and intro- 
duced in a running commentary by Mr. Murrow.

ALL THE FAMED VOICES are here — the 
heroes, the villains, the mountebanks, the clowns. 
“We held the distinction of being the only nation 
that ever went to the poorhouse in an automo- 
bile,” ‘declares that drawling, mocking voice 
from the past—Will Rogers, wise-cracking about 
a not-very-funny depression in 1932. And 1933. 
“We have nothing to fear but fear itself.” The 
radio technique of the greatest radio orator of 
them all had not then been perfected, and it’s 
interesting to watch the development of Presi- 
dent Roosevelt’s confidence and mastery as the 
13 ‘years roll by.

When It Comes to Dishes With That

A FRIEND of mine who toured 
the Balkans duri the war 
under the auspices of Uncle Sam, 
came home with a collection of 
oe recipes calculated to de- 
light the heart of all sincere eat- 
ers. He has made a specialty of 
cooking this substantial fare ever 
since. The variety is amazing. 
My favorite, however, is Balkan 
Chicken, which is quite a chore.

PARIS, Tuesday. 

EFORE launching into an- 
R other report on the hectic ses- 

sions of the Human Rights 
Commission and the declaration 
of human rights, I would like to 
briefly comment on two rather 
outstanding experiences I enjoyed 
this week. 

I saw the French preview show- 
ing of the motion picture “The 
Roosevelt Story” the other, night 
and enjoyed it very much. The 
translation was splendid. I also 
visited headquarters of the Amer- 
ican Friends of France Service 
Committee to see the work they 
were doing. This organization, as 
you know, has been doing splen- 
did work throughout Europe as 
well as in France. 

A representative told me of 
their center in Berlin which of- 
fered training and nursery facil- 
ities for the younger children as 
well as accommodations for the 
adolescents who are ready for ap- 
prenticeship hs — kind of work.

et been realized. Article 24, the

The Soviet amendment to this 
article read, “Every one shall be

WITH ALL THESE specifica- 
tions we were again involved in 
the wearisome argument against 
spelling out guarantees in limited 
and inadequate fashion. We 
simply can not make the Soviets 
realize that a separate and de- 
tailed article—Article 2—in the 
declaration provides for every- 
thing concerning human rights 
without limitations or recourse, 
and that it bears directly on 
every other article in the declara- 
tion. 

The passion for specification, 
however, resulted in the accept- 
ance of a text proposed by New 
Zealand which read, “Every one 


has the right to rest and leisure 
and reasonable limitation of work- 
ing hours with periodic holidays 
with pay.” 

I pointed out to the committee 


‘that though we had accepted this 


amendment, I still would have pre- 
ferred the original and broader 
declaration, but since this was 
better than what the Soviets had 
offered it still seemed to suggest 
certain possible limitations. 

Perhaps they are right, but I 
am inclined to believe that the 
original declaration might have 
been even more valuable. It can- 
not be considered legally binding 
and the moral forces may be 
easier to rally behind its broader 
statements. To spell out ways in 
which all rights are to be carried 
out in the various countries seems 
unwise to a e

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In Fact, Roger Stephens Has Written a Book on How to. Travel Hard but Cheap 


By George McCue 


HIRTY-SIX years’ ago, Roger 

_ Stephens, cub salesman for a 
“= New York advertising firm, 
took a trip to Cuba, Three years 
later he repeated the visit, this 
time with his bride. Stephens had 
a prejudice against de luxe travel 
accommodations, partly from ne- 
cessity. Instead of following the 
tourists into one of the Havana 
hotels, he and his wife put up at 
a@ ranch at remote Pinar del Rio, 
where austerity was practiced to 
the point where Mrs. Stephens 
had to brew their coffee in a dis- 
carded tomato can. 

Although he has done well 
enough since then in lithograph- 
ing, advertising and publishing 
businesses to remove the element 
of compulsion, Stephens remains 
a devotee of travel off the beaten 
first class ticket trail, an attitude 
that Mrs, Stephens shares up to 
a point, 

Two years ago, Stephens 
achieved something rather special 
in this,respect. He became, so 
far as the Public Roads Admin- 
istration has been able to estab- 
lish, the first person to travel the 
entire segment of the Pan Amer- 
ican Highway from the United 
States border to Panama City. 
He made the 3231-mile trip by 
bus, jeep, oxcart, muleback and 
on foot—for 183 miles—in 32 days 
at total transportation cost of 
$140.14, 


Although this route bears the | 


title of “highway,” it is such only 
in concept for some of the dis- 
tance. In the Mayan highlands 
of Guatemala and in the area be- 
tween Costa Rica and Panama 
the route is nothing but a sur- 
veyor’s line. There jungles and 
sheer ravines present construc- 
tion problems that may mean a 
decade or more of wilderness 
breaking” before the first auto- 
mobile gets through. 
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. It occurred to Stephens, whose 


wanderlust has taken him in the 
last three decades up and down 
the Caribbean countries and Mex- 
ico, that a journey over this route 
had something to offer. It would 
pass through country of spectacu- 
lar beauty, and it would enable 
him to meet more of the Latin 
people with whom hospitality 
seems to come naturally. 

St. Louisans who heard Ste- 
phens speak here recently found 
him to be no professional adven- 
turer in the Richard Halliburton 
tradition. In his favorite gray 
pin-striped suit, he looks neither 
more nor less dashing than any 
other comfortably well-off, mid- 
dle-aged business man. He invent- 
ed and now publishes a visual 
system of teaching languages 
called Learn A Lingo, is the au- 
thor of “Litho Media,” an eight- 
pound volume on the selling pow- 
er of lithographic art. He plays 
the banjo and the violin, is vice 
president of the Society for the 
Prevention of Cruelty to Animals 
in his home town of Westfield, 
N. J., and president of the New 
Jersey Anti-Vivisection Society. 

Toward lower. orders of life, 
Stephens maintains a policy of 
live and let live. In jungles 
where malaria is a deadly peril, 
he copes with mosquitoes only by 
brushing them off and by sleeping 
under a net. He repeatedly has 
talked guides out of killing poi-

sonous snakes that have a way 
of turning up along the trail side. 
At the dinner table, Stephens is 
a vegetarian by rearing and by 
personal conviction. 

A son of the late Frank Ste- 
phens, an economist, sculptor and 
chautauqua lecturer, Stephens 
got his first inkling of the de- 
lights of unorthodox travel in 
1908. That year, he and his 
brother Donald accompanied their 


father on a walking tour of six 


European countries, a quest un- 
dertaken by the elder Stephens 
for lecture material. 


Stephens can take an adventure 
or leave it alone. He is on the 
roster of the Adventurers’ Club, in 
New York, by virtue of having 
undergone some _ out-of-the-ordi- 
nary experiences in his travels, a 
necessary qualification for mem- 
bership. But he insists that more 
hair-raising things have happened 
to him and that he has had closer 
brushes with death in big cities 
of this country than anywhere 
south of the border. 

.“When anyone asks me if it’s 
safe to travel in Latin America,” 
says Stephens, “I tell him, ‘Yes, 
but just don’t pass through New 
York or Chicago on the way 
down.’” 


Besides his wish to see new 


lands and people, he decided that 
for guidance of friends who might 
later be going over portions of 
the route, he would keep careful 
records of distances, costs and 
accommodations along the way. 


From Laredo, Tex., Stephens 
was able to use public transporta- 
tion. most of the way through 
Mexico, Guatemala, El Salvador, 
Honduras and Nicaragua, where 
the highway not only is negotiable 
but carries fairly heavy traffic. 
He made the first leg of 757 miles 
to Mexico City in 31 hours by 
second-class bus for $6.12, noting 
with satisfaction the contrast with 
de luxe bus fare of $12.94, 
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From there on, even bus travel 
was often eventful. On the fourth 
day, traveling from Oaxaca to Te- 
huantepec, the conveyance broke 
down on a treeless stretch. While 
the passengers disposed themselves 
as comfortably as they could, the 
driver began spreading parts of 
_ eeawe in the middle of the 
road, 


“It seems,” says Stephens, “that 
he needed a gasket. He didn’t 
have an extra one, so he cut a 
piece from his belt and tried to 
whittle it to fit. It wasn’t enough, 


so he cut off another piece of his 
belt. By then it was-hard to tell 
which the passengers were more 
curious about, the possibility of 
making the repair or the muc 
more likely one that he would lose 
his pants. 


“He still didn’t have enough 
leather, but this time he took off 
one of his shoes and cut up the 
tongue. Still no soap. So he called 
for a 20-foot rope stowed inside 
the bus. Next, as captain of the 
ship, he ordered the women and 
children to walk and the men 
passengers to emulate the Volga 
Boatman. Under the mid-after- 
noon sun, we dragged and shoved 
that bus nearly a mile to the top 
of a steep grade. But the driver 
knew what he was doing. He 
packed us all back in, threw her 
into neutral and coasted more 
than eight miles without a stop 
into the Indian village of Totolapa, 
where we transferred to a truck.” 


On the twentieth day of travel, 
by which time the highway had 
faded to a dry weather trail in 
Costa Rica, Stephens rode for 11 
hours in an oxcart through totally 
uninhabited country. The cart, 
like most others there, was orna- 
mented with blightly painted sym- 
metrical designs, somewhat like 
Pennsylvania Dutch motifs, a feat-

night porter let him lie on a hard 
bench in the vestibule after exact- 
ing a promise that Stephens would 
go quietly at daybreak. | 

Sometime during his four-hour 
rest on this wooden slab in the 
maternity hospital, it occurred to 
Stephens that his expedition might 
have the makings of a book. He 
had been keeping meticulous notes 
of people met, places visited, dis- 
tances and costs. 


The contents of his notebooks, 
Stephens realized, comprised in- 
formation, particularly as to Costa 
Rica, that did not exist in print. 
Recent searches of geographic lit- 
erature by the Public Roads Ad- 
ministration for descriptions of 
that country’s interior turned up 
but two, Juan Vasquez described 
travels there in about 1563; Henri 
F’, Pittier, Costa Rican geographer, 
wrote a brochure in the early 
’90s about one of the main valleys. 
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Stephens made it three with 
“Down That Pan American High- 
way,” in a recently published edi- 
tion of 3000 copies. It contains a 
general account of his own walk- 
ing and riding journey to Panama, 
a detailed breakdown of road con- 


ditions and point-to-point dis- 
tances in miles and kilometers. 


A unique feature, besides its de- 
scriptions of main and alternate 
routes between points of interest, 
is the inclusion of photostat repro- 
ductions of documents the tourist 
must carry. Visas, entry and exit 
permits, medical certificate, letter 
of credit and other items are pic- 
tured with signatures and con- 
sular stamps as required by each 
of the Central American countries. 

Stephens also includes, fer good 
measure, timetables, maps, copies 
of highway sigms, even restaurant 
menus with translations of names 
of native dishes. 


Stephens established that a 
tourist averse to hiking can drive 
his own automobile or go by bus 
for 2500 miles from Laredo 
through Mexico, Guatemala, El 
Salvador, Honduras and Nicara- 
gua to the northern limits of 
Costa Rica. Of this distance, 1280 
miles as far as Juchitan in south- 
ern Mexico is excellent highway. 
There it is advisable to ship the 
machine by train for 245 miles to 
Tapachula, from where a good 
all-weather road rung for another 
1000 miles to Costa Rica. It is 
possible, from October through 
May, to drive for 268 miles more, 
or to go by hard-seated bus, to 
San Isidro del General, Costa Rica, 
but from there the traveler must 
go, as Stephens did, afoot and on 
muleback, or backtrack to the air- 
port at San Jose. 

For only $100.65 carfare—less 
than it cost Stephens to go the 
hard way two years ago—a travel- 
er today can make the entire 
Texas-to-Panama trip in two 
weeks if stopovers are omitted. 
This amount covers all bus fares 
and two airplane by-passes for the 
last part of the journey. For an- 
other $120 he can fly back to Mi- 
ami in six hours.

HANKSGIVING TIME to most 
T of us means traditional fare, 

with cranberry sauce and 
other fixings prepared the way 
our mothers did. So save your 
new cranberry recipes for another 
day, and give the folks just what 
they want in the holiday dinner. 


Two tried and true ways to fix 
cranberries — as sauce with the 
ruby-like berries whole and trans- 
lucent, and as clear, firm jelly — 
are given in today’s recipes. The 
jelly uses apples as well as cran- 
berries, and jells perfectly if apple 
skins are left on and only the 
seeds of the core removed (in this 
way the pectin-rich portions of 
apples are used). 


This apple-cranberry combina- 
tion results in the beautiful red 
color of cranberry jelly but with 
the apple flavor pleasingly ap- 
parent. A beneficial effect of the 
combination is that the alkaline- 
reacting apples neutralize some of 
the acid reaction of cranberries

To make jelly from cranberries 
with no apples added, use the 
same proportion of berries and 
water suggested below for making 
the whole cranberry sauce. Cook 
covered until berries pop. Press 
through a sieve or food mill, add 
to the puree the same amount of 
sugar used in the sauce, and 
cook with constant stirring for 
about 10 minutes.

I hasten to say that the small 
slam in spades cannot be made 
if West opens a trump, but, con- 
tinuing the fiction, West can 
scarcely be that clairvoyant, and 
he therefore makes the no normal 
lead of the diamond queen.
